ability. 
There are. however, m any young­ 
sters n their early twenties who ap­ 
pear to have the ability to reach 
the top. 
Only a comparative few 
of these ever succeed: it takes a lot 
of work before the finesse and pol­ 
ish of a champion are acquired. 
From a class such as this jumped 
Babe Risko. 
A few of his long-dis­ 
tance clouts connected with Yarosz 
and then he was being hailed as the 
uncrowned champion. 
Babe has a 
terrific punch but as yet he is only 
a crude walloper: he still has much 
to learn about punching and box­ 
ing. 
He telegraphs his blows, and 
his defense is inadequate against a 
crafty fighter. 
Now, after the Dundee fracas, it 
can be seen why such a youngster 
as the Syracuse lad should not be 
shoved into the same ring with a 
cagy veteran so early in his career. 
Even though he came out of the 
Yarosz fight with a victory, he still 
needed more experience with which 
to cope with the best in the m iddle­ 
weight division. 
Of cour.se fancy offers were open 
to Risko after he came into the 
spotlight. 
He 
probably 
received 
more money for fighting Dundee 
th an he could earn in m onths of 
fighting in the sticks. 
However, a wise broker will always 
tell you th at the good investments 
aren’t those get-rich-quick offers, 
but the ones w’hich offer a reason­ 
able return over a period of time. 
Such is the case with Babe Risko. 
He received a lot of cash in a hurry’ 
when Dundee gave him th at beat­ 
ing. but he w’ould 
probably 
have 
found himself with a rosier future 
had he taken the path tow’ard the 
top step by step instead of in one 
leap. 
Risko could have improved his 
boxing skill, his timing, and his 
punching with a couple of m onths 
of intensive training. He lacks abil­ 
ity in all three of these assets now, 
yet he goes up against a crafty vet­ 
eran like Dundee with the only hope 
for victory in a punch th at m ight 
fortunately land on the spot 
for 
which it was intended. 
It landed against Yarosz but D un­ 
dee kept out of the way. 
As a re­ 
sult, Babe took a lot of punches in 
the face and elsewhere. 
He was on 
the receiving end of a good boxing 
lesson but there are better ways of 
gathering experience 
than 
being 
helpless against a 
superior 
per­ 
former.
